LiTTLe Rock, Ark., March 2.—The Arkansas 
Baptist College, a large two-story frame 
structure, established about six years ago by 
one of the colored Baptist churches of this 
city forthe education of girls, was burned 
this morning about 2:0’clock. The building 
was completed last year and began its first 
term last September. About fifty pupils at- 
tended the school, twenty of whom had 
rooms and took their meais in the building. 

The house burned like tinder and it was 
only. a miracle that many of the pupils es- 
caped with their lives. They occupied rooms 
in the second story of the building and nearly 
all were compelled to jump from the win- 
dows to save themselves.

WASHINGTON, D..C.,. March 2.—Secretary 
Rusk has received from Prof. C. ©. George- 
son, the special agent. charged with an in- 
guiry intothe dairy industry of Denmark for 
the United States Department of Agriculture, 
areportin whichhe gives some very inter- 


osting data relating to the Milk Supply Co. of 
Copenhagen, an Organization which supplies 
its patrons with absolutely pure and whole- 
some milk as the result. of the striet enforce- 
ment of rules observed by the farmers con- 
tracting to 
health, care and feeding of the animals from 
which the milK isobtained. He describes a 
process called ‘*pasteurization,’’ which isa 
practical method of killing injurious bacteria, 
which he says has been adopted in every 
well appointed dairy in Denmark. The pro- 
fessor also givesan account of the methods 
adopted on a large-sized dairy farm. He 
says thatthe exports of butter from Den- 
mark into Great Britain have increased 
nearly 100 per centin the past six years, ag- 
gregating in 1892 nearly $25,000,000 in value, 
and he addsthat the Danish butter main- 
tains its high standard chiefly through its 
uniformity, no inferior butter being offered 
for export and the confidence of both dealer 
and consumerin this untformity Deing so 
great that they know they can buy the 
Danish butter and be sure of getting a good 
article without the necessity of tasting tt be- 
fore they purchase.

Le Precautions to Be Observed in Forward- 


ine the Ballots—No Votes Will Be 
Received After Noon Next Monday— 
The Last Coupon Will Be frinted on 
Saturday—Conditions for the Closs.

CENSUTRED THE CONSUL. 
ALBANY, N. Y., March 2.—The Assembly 
Committee on Public Health to-day reported 
favorably along preamble and resolution of 
Assemblyman Duffy’s, which recites that the 
cholera invasion of last summer was the re- 


sult of an indifferent, negligent and careless 
consular service at the port of departure of 
the infected vessels. Congress will ‘be re- 
quested to fix a penalty or punishment by 
fine, or removal from office of such consul, 
vice-consul or other consular officers or 
medical officers attached to such consulate 
who neglects or failsto carry out the pro- 
visions ofthe law, and that the Surgeoa- 
General of the Marine Hospital service be in- 
structed to furnisn immediate telegraphic 
informationto the health office of the ex- 
istence of epidemics, infectious or conta- 
gious diseases which are likely to imperil the 
public health. 


A STRANGE DISEASE, 
WINNIPEG, Manitoba, March 2.—A strange 
and fatal disease has visited the people of 
Lorette and Ste. Anne. Scarcely a house has 
escaped it, and forty-eight deaths have been 


reported upto date, the majority of them 
being children.

FINED $500 EACH. 


Judge Paxson Fasses on ths Cases of 
Council and Canty. 


Judge Paxson fined John Council and Wil- 
liam Canty $500 each inthe Second District 
Police Court to-day. The charge against 
them was being vagrants and associates of 
thieves. This is known as the ‘‘eighth 
clause’’ charge and is very difficult to prove. 
The defendants had no lawyer nor witnesses, 
but Judge Paxson acted very deliberately 


intheir cases, giving them a continuance 
from last Monday until yesterday, when he 
gave the defendants two hearings and then 
laid their cases over until to-day. The police, 
who arrested Council and Coffey, Officers 
EKganand McCrea, were anxious to charge 
them with highway robbery, but thelr main 
witness, a man named Cunning: 
ham, refused to prosecute, having 
asthe police say, been intimideted in the 
station house. About 2 o’clock Sunday 
morning Council, Canty, John O’Donnell, 
John Coffey and Cunningham were in the 
neighborhood of Seventh end Biddle streets. 
Cunningham had licents which the others 
took from him and spent for liquor. He 
threatened to call the police, but’ a half- 
drunken man saved him the trouble and Cun- 
ningham’s robber companions were 
arrested. When Cunningham — refused 
to prosecute them the police sent 
the quartette to the police court under the 
eighth clause. Coffey took a continuance 
until March 10, atthe first setting, and yes- 
terday O'Donnell took a continunnce until 
March 10. The police testified that Council 
was athief and served a Work-house sen- 
tence for highway robbery, and that Canty 
associated with notorious law-breakers. 
Coffy, who was released on vond, was again 
arrested last night on suspicion of having a 
hand in a cutting scrape last night, in which 
his brother, Harry, Officiated as chief carver. 
The affair occurred at 1 o’clocKk this morning 
and James Kennedy was the victim.

REJOICE OVER ITS PASSAGE. 


Going Feb. 


Street Commissioner Murphy and Coun- 
selor Marshall on the Stone Bill. 

Street Commissioner Murphy ts much elated 

over the passage of the Stone bill, providing 


for the repeal ofthe 25 per cent limitation : 


clause in the present bill regulating the tax- 
ation of abutting property for street im- 
provement, for which Re has beena strong 
advocate andan active worker. At present 
Mr. Murphy is Inclined to believe that both 


he and the measure are Very much misunder- 
stood, and that when the new bill becomes 
law, and when the benefits which he 
will accrue to the city un- 
its workings become seen, 
be regarded as a publle 
beuefactor. ‘‘Iam glad it has passed, be- 
cause | belleve it will prove a good thing for 
the city,’’ he said, *‘and Iknow that ina 
year, when it is .understood the people will 
side with me. It takes away the only bar 
which at present exists to the advancement 
of St. Louls. Itis pre-eminently a measure 
forthe poor man and the small property 
owner, and itis this, class which will more 
directly reap its benefits. 

‘*‘A mistaken idea I find Is prevalent re- 
garding the purpose of the bill,’’ he coatin- 
ued, ‘‘ which 1 wish you would set right. The 
25 per cent clause inthe old bill, has proved 
misleading to many people, who believe that’ 

its provisions the city pays 

cent of the improvements, 

that the abutting property is 

taxed only for the other 25 per cent. This is 
not so. Property owners have always to pay 
the total’cost of this improvement, the only 
thing beingthat under the old law the im- 
provement could not be made unless the 
abutting property was of sufficient value for 
a 25 per cent assessment tocover the cost of 
the proposed work. Under the new law the 
cost of grading is the only extra cost which 
the property owners will required to pay. 
Lowepriced a nin b has hitherto had no 
chance of being improved unless people paid 
the excess of the cost over the amount of the 
25 percent in whichit could be taxed. “The 
new bill puts the poor man’s property on an 
Ty with all the high-priced property in 

e city.’’ 

In regard to the bill affecting the Hability of 
railroads, Maj. Murphy égaid that he tMought 
thatthe amendment bearing on this point 
would be a good one, since it would tend to 
make assurance doubly sure. If any doubt 
existed stillasto the present responsibility 
of the railroads under its. provisions the 
Governor should take no chances, but should 
repeal the bill. 

City Counselor Marshall proved an even 
stronger advocate of the advantages to be 

ed from the new Dillthan the Street 
Comniissioner. When questioned asto the 
possibility of its provisions affecting the legal 
liability of the railroads he scouted the idea 
that it would afford them any loophole of 
escape, The Legislature had not, he 
said, undertaken to deal with anything 
connected with the rafifoads in this matter, 
and it would not relieve them of any of the 
obligations they are now under. 
nance for public improvements, he stated, 
provides for how the cost of such improve- 
ment should be apportioned and paid. Asa 
rule one contractor does the city’s work and 
another does the railway’s share, and the 
special tax bills are only issued for the 
amount done by the city’s contractor, 

In speaking of the benefits to be de- 
rived from the Dill he quoted a num- 
ber of instances where public improve 
ments had been held back by the 
unwillingness of non-residents agd prop- 
erty-owners holding land for spéculative 
purposes, and where, whenat last the im- 
provements had become an absolute neces- 
sify, the small holders, people who owned 
just one lotanac had erected a little home, 
had been obliged to pay for the improvement 
of the other property in addition to that of 
theirown. The new bill would not affect the 
better class of land, but wou!d operate 
chiefly in those districts where property was 
held for speculative purposes. .

PEOPLE VS CORPORATIONS. 


The report of the majority of the Senate 
Investigating Committee on the Stone 
wire bill is summed up in the opinion that 
the State Legislature should not interfere 
in this matter because the ‘‘city, by an 
amendment to its charter, can compel all 
of the said wires to Be placed under ground 
within the time limited by the Stone bill 
without any legislation whatever on the 
part of the General Assembly of this 
State.’’ 

If this position with reference to the 
Stone wire billis adopted howcan the 
legislative interference embodied in the 
Stone street improvement bill be justified? 
In thecase of the former thereis grave 
doubt of the power of the city to do what 
the committee says it can do. Despite the 
committee’s jaunty manner of disposing 
of the question of thecity’s power there 
is high legal authority for the 
statement that the city cannot force the 
wires under ground without an enabling 
act from the Legislature. On the other 
hand, in the case of the Stone street im- 
provement bill there is no doubt of the 
city’s power to accomplish its object with- 
Yet this act 
has passed the House and is fairly certain 
of adoption. 

The people of the city overwhelmingly 
favor the wire bill, which is opposed by 
corporations, and the people are opposed 
to the street improvement bill, which is 
being pushed by corporations and con- 
tractors. 

Is the Legislature willing to stultify it- 
self by refusing to interfere where its aid 
is needed and demanded by the people 
and by interfering where interference is 
against the will and interests of the peo- 
ple? Does it propose to give public proof 
that it wags as the corporations nod?

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NO SHORT SESSION. 


If the congestion which always attends 
the closing days of Congress resulted only 
in choking off legislation the country 
might well rest content over it, but it un- 
fortunately happens that much vicious 
work is done in the haste and 
confusion of the last week. Just 
now millions are being saddled 
upon the country in appropriations 
for which there is no pressing need, but 
which cannot be properly debated owing 
to want of time. Some of the most im- 
portant legislation of the session does not 
teach the President until the last hours of 
the Congress and hence he is forced to ap- 
prove many questionable features in a law 
because to reject them would-be to vetoa 
necessary act. The week ending with the 
4th of March is the jobber’s oppor- 
tunity. 

Much of this congestion comes from 
deliberate waste of time which ought to 
be profitably employed. Few people ever 
think about the enormous cost to the coun- 
try of its alleged humor as exemplified in 
some of the time-killing speeches of Con- 
gressmen who never get their names 
in print except as jokers. Death is 
also costly, not so much on account of 
expensive funerals, but because of the 
time consumed in so-called eulogies, fin 
which the virtues of the dead and now 
generally forgotten members are set forth 
with elaborate particularity.

‘*Talking of punishing horses,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘if Il had my way I would never raise 
a whipon an an!mal until a few strides from 
home. The public, however, make such a 
fuss if a jockey dvesn’t gotothe bat directly 
his horse is beaten, evenif he has no earthly 
chance, that one is compelled to do itagainst 
his will. Asitis, lalways cut the lash off my 
whip, so that my mounts are good for 
another race. If peoples who back horses 
would realize that just as Much can be got 
out of thoroughbreds with the hands, there 
would be fewer rogues contesting to-day and 
less in and out running.’’

Later the Princess gave out the following 
statement: 

TO THB AMERICAN PROPLE- Unbidden I stand up- 
on your ehieres to-day, where Itheught so seon to 
receive a royal welcome on my way to my own king- 
dom. I come unattended, except by the loving 
hearts that heve come with me over the wintry seas. 
i hear that couimissioners fram my land have been 
for many days askingthis great nagion totake away 
my litile vineyard. They speak no word tome and 
leave me to find outas] can fromthe rumors of the 
air that they would leaye tho withouta home or a 
name or a nation. Seventy years ago Christian 
America sent over Christian men arg women to give 
religion and civilization to Hawaii. They gave 
us the Gospel, they made us a _ nation, 
and we learnea to love and trust America. To-day 
three of the sons of these missionaries aro at your 
capital, asking you to wndo their fathers’ work. 
Who sent them? Who gave thein authority to break 
the Constitution which they swore they would up- 
hola? To-day I, a poor weak girl, with not one of 
my people near mo, and all these Hawaiian staies- 
men against me, have strength to stand up for the 
rights of my people. Even now I can hear the wall 
in my heart, and it gives ine strength and courage. 
and [am strong—strong in the faith of God; strong 
in the knowledge that I am right; strong in the 
strength of 70,000,090 people, whoin this free land 
will hear my cry and will refuse to iet their flag 
cover dishonor to mine. 

The following Is the statement made by Mr. 
Davies: 


MR. DAVIES’ STATEMENT. 

After the revolution of 1887 Mr. Thurston came 
into power and enjoyed very generally the confidence 
of natives and foreigners. At that time the Princess 
Kaiulani, heiress presumptive to the throne, was 11 
years old, and it was feit to be important that she 
should be sent entirely away from the surroundings 
and influences of Hawaiian court life in order that 
she might be trained in the quiet home atmosphere 
which would enable her more fitly to take up her 
future pesition as sovereign. Mr. Thurston repeat- 
edly urged that the young Princess should be sent to 
England with this object in view, and in 1889, whea 
she was 15 years of age, the plan was carried out and 
Princess Kaiulani was sent to Englandin charge of 
es lady who was about to spend a yearin Europe, and 
who undertook to place her ina suitable school, 
which had already been selected. Atthe end of the 
first year the result was deemed so satisfactory that 
Kalakaua was persuaded to censent to a continuance 
ofthe young Princess’ stay in England, aod as the 
lady who had been her chaperon had toreturn to 
Honolulo, a request was made by the father of the 
Princess with the written concurrenee of the King 
and the then Princess Liliiuokalani that Mrs. Davies 
and myself wouid act as guardians dur- 
ing the Princess’ stay in England. 
Princess Kaiulani has thus been entirely 
as one of our own children, and has spent ali her 
holidays withus. Her oneidea, and ‘our one idea, 
has been to prepare her forthe retura to her own 
land during the present year, when she attains her 
majerity. One of the last acts of the Hawailan 
Legislature, of which four of fiye commissioners 
now at Washington remember, was to yvoie a sum of 
$4.000 for the expenses ot the return of the heiress 
apparent. Arrangements were in progress for her 
reception by the Queen of England during the com- 
ing spring and thenshe was to make a prolonged 
Visit to Washington, New York, Chicago, Boston 
andother American cities, finally reaching Hono- 
lulu in Octover or November. 

When the news reached me by cable of the revo- 
Intion ir Hawaiil wrote to the Minister, pointing 
out what appearea to me to be the grave difficulties 
in the way of the carrying out by the commissioners 
of the proposal for annexation. 

I stated thatin my opinion no amount of reasoning 
and no amount of bribe would ever gain the pure 
Hawalianu vote and that without that vote annexation 
could be neither completed or carried out here- 
after. Ithenurged thataconvention ol all classes 
of voters should be called, a carefully revised coa- 
stitution presented to them, that the Queen should 
be requested to abdicate and that tne Princess 
Kaiulani sheuld be prociaimed Queen, with a Coun- 
cil of Regency, of which I suggested that Mr. Dole, 
now head of the Provisional Government, should be 
President. Feb. 14 I received this cablegram from 
Washington: 

**Islands transferred; Princess provided for. ’’ 

Whether thiscablegram wastobe considered an 
official communication Ido not know, but itis the 
only communication that has reached me, and none 
has reached the I’rincess. The most striking fact of 
this cablegram, next to apparent heartiessness, is 
the fact that its accuracy is not confirmed by any 
telegrams that have been published in Eugjand, 
Why it was sent or who sent it 1 do not know, but as 
loyal guardians and faithful friends there was only 
one thing forus todo, to stand here beside the 
Princess, in the presence of those representatives of 
Hawaii who woulda transfer her birthright without 
the civility, the humasity, of one word to 
her of explanation even of sympathy. 
We come here with no i Official status, 
and with no official information, but with 
the cenviction that the Government and people of 
the United states will not lend their countenance to 
the disinheritance, fer no fault alieged against her 
or her nation, of a royal lady who has with singular 

race and courage endeavored to fit herself for her 
Figh station. and had shrunk from neither duty nor 
sacrifice in the effort. 

Ifeelia good deal of sympathy for the Commis- 
sioners, who must find theimselves in a position of 
great embarrassment, Several of them were con- 
cerned in the preparation of the Hawaiian Constitu- 
tion of 1887. which they compelled the King to ac- 
cept and since to maintain. At least four of the 
Commissioners have taken the oath to the same 
Constitution, and it has been adopted by the mation. 
When Liltuokalani ascended the thronesshe took the 
usual oath, and by that Constitution the Princess 
Kaiulani wes proclaimed heiress to the throne, 
The een appears to have violated her constitu- 
tional oath, and to have laid herself oped to depo- 
sition, but that cannot affect the constitution itself 
nor the oaths which the commissioners took. There 
is no pretense that the Hawaiian electorate ever 
knew ofthe revolution at the date of the commis- 
sioners’ departure on their present mission, and it 
is difficult to see how they can so sufiicientiy detine 
their preseut pesition asto enable them to write to 
the heiress app rent and announce to her the cir- 
cumstances of their arrival. 

Ido not fora moment believe that any of them 
would be lity ef intentional cruelty or even dis- 
courtesy the neess, and the ineonceivabie 
treatment which their silence toward her has be- 
trayed them into must arise fromthe difficulty they 
find in on their present attitude with the 
knowledge that their oath to sustaiu the Hawaiian 
constitntion binds them tothe succession of the 
Princess, unless the pation itself releases them from 
that oath. 

Mr. Davies is pleased to know that the 
question of the annexation of Hawall had 
taken a turn in,the Senate and had »prac- 
tically been laid over for the consideration 

of the next Administration. 

‘*Wedo not meanto get a hetring with 
President Uleveiand in any official ca- 

city,’’ said he, ‘‘but simply as private in- 
ividuais. What. his ecision is will 
scarcely be affected by our visit. The 
Princess felt that in the _ face of the 
annexation of Hawall by the United States 
she ought tocome here where she could 
learn dfreetly what-was the true sentiment 
ofthe people. Wewlllremainin New York 
until Friday; then we go to Boston, where 
we will remain until after March 4; from 
there we proceed to Washington, where we 
expect to see Mr, Cleveland,’’

T. 8. Minott of Marshfield, Ore., the center 
of the elk, bearand cougar country, has ar- 
rived here, Mr. Minott, though a business 
man, isat the sametime one of the most 
noted sportsmen of the wila mountains of 
Western Oregon. He has just been on an 
elk hunting expedition to the Humptulips 
River. 

‘*I went up on the Humptulips,’* he gaid, 
‘‘with Ben Foss, who is a noted hunter of 
Marshfield. Thereare two waysof hunting 
elk and deer there, by a stillhunt and with 
hounds. Wechosethe former. We followed 
the trail which we had found and soon came 
in sight of quitea band. Then we just shot, 


that’s all, and brought downanelk apiece. 
It Was something like killing a cow In a barn- 
yard, nofrilisto it, nothing dramatic, but 
easily done, 

‘*About this time along came an old Indian 
known as Humptulips Pete, who lives at the 
mouth ofthe Humptuliips. He saw the band 
of elk and began blazing away. The elk were 
rounding a ridge and as one got to the top in 
the clearing he would fire. He Kept this up 
till he had fired eight shots, and he didn’t 
stopone. They aliranon and disappeared, 
The Indian looked at his rifle, sighted it 
again and then examined it all Over careful- 
ly. Mr. FossandI, who had by this time 
come up, saw he was much disgusted, and 
told him he had better go on over the hill, 
for we believed ne had killed some of the 
elk, and he would do well to goand see any- | 
way.

Bureau to-day issued the twelfth in the 
series of bulleting giving statistics of the 
state of churches in the United States in 
1889. It contains statistics of the Methodists, 
Protestant and four other Methodist bodies, 
with those of the Universalists, Unitarians 


and Social Brethren. 

The Methodist Protestant its shown to be 
the oldest and largest of the non-Episcopal 
Methodist branches. It was organized in 
18380 Dy ministers and members who had been 
cofinected with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. It was divided into two distinct 
bodies before the war on the slavery ques- 
tion, but was reunited in 1877. It is repre- 


sented in thirty three States and Territories, | 


It has 2,529 organizations, 1,923 church edl- 
fices, valued at $8,683,387. It has 141,989 com- 
municants. 

The Free Methodists Gate from 186). They 
are plainin dress, Poe pe membership in 
secret societies an pledge their ministers 
and members to avoid the use of tobacco as 
well as intoxicants. This church has 1,102 
organizations, 620 church edifices valued at

A WOMAN’S TRIALS. 

**It is true that I seemed to suec pre 
well for an untrained woman,.but. who. will 
ever know how hard the stru » Was, what 
despairing loneliness I endured, and often 
how evil was the: life around me? ay a 
working woman will corroborate what I hint 
in their hearts. I,who had rarely ever heard 
an oath, was surrounded by cursing men and 
women. I, who had been ‘gu so care- 
fully, saw ail the depthsof vice, I was 40 
years old before I had ever dDought-a ticket’ 
fora railroad journey. Could you blame a 
helpless woman like that for. plundere 
and imposed on. Then think,Row long one 
has to wait for employment, even when 
young. All vacancies, even the lowest, have 
hundreds, if not thousands, of applications, 
Think how many disappointments there are, 
and how long the waiting time is? while the 
purse grows thinner and thinner, and the 
necessity for work greater and greater.

Charles Mitchell, the English pugilist, 
who came,to this country tobeard the Amer- 
ican champion in his own lair, is inthe city. 
He arrived here last night from Boston. 
After a. bath ‘and* a. bit of supper, 
he and his friend and backer, ’Squire Abing- 
don, started out to’see the town. They 
found their way.over to the StandardTheater, 
where Jack McAuliffe was boxing. Mitchell 
was brought . out on the _ stage 
and introducéd. to the audience, who gave 
hima wildly-enthusiastic welcome. He made 
a short speech 6f thanks, saying that he was 
sIncere in his efforts to get on a match 
with Gorbett, and would meet him as 
agreed next December. Charley was 
undoubtedly surprised at the hearty recep- 
tion given him.and it put the party in great 
humor. After the performance the ’Squire, 
Charley, McAuliffe and several friends 


started out to oaeer themselves. They 
did not run across Sullivan or be would have 


made a welcome addition tothe merry party. 
The night’s hilarity kept the pugilistic 
partyin bed till dinner hour to-day, but 


shortly after noon a PosT-DIsPaTcu repre- 
sentative ran across Mitchell in Faust’s. The 
Englishman is loocing bigger and stronger 
than he ever did in his life. He weighs 205 
potnds, but will train down to 175 before 
entering the ring. 

CHARLEY SPEAKS UP. 

In answerto what he thought of Corbett, 
Charlie remarked very quietly that his action 
in getting on a match with the champion 
ought to answer the query fully. ‘‘I came 
over here to take up Corbett’s 
defi and now that my desire 
has been accompiished I am satisfied. 
I shall train in England and intend to sail 
for home as soon after the Hall-Fitzsimmons 
contest is over as possible. From 
New Orleans Mr. Baird and I will go 
to New York. by way of Florida. Mr. 
Baird is anxious tusee Florida and we ex- 
pect tospend two weeks down there. We 
then intend to go direct to New York and 
sall for home.’’ 

Regarding Sullivan, Mitchell said: ‘‘I have 
nothing whatever against vohn, and have 
always regarded him as a good fellow. 
Our fight in France in 1888 was a business 
affair and I have always regarded it as such. 
ANyself and Mr. Baird intend to goover and 
see Sullivan perform this afternoon.’’ 

THE GREAT RECONCILIATION. 

No event could arouse greater in- 
terest in the sportinz world than to 
see these two men, who were the bitterest of 
foes nade friends again througha common 
enmity for a man who has robbed one 
of his title and stands between 
the other and the attainment of. the object of 
his life. Time has somewhat effaced from 
Sullivan’s memory the bitterness of 
the recollections of the Chantilly affair. 
Mitchell has nothing to forgive but angry 
words. Itis probable that through the in- 
tervention of Jack McAuliffe the two former 
foes will meet before the night is over and 
shake hands across the bloody chasm, 

ABINGDON AS AUTHORITY. 

Those who met Squire Abingdon last night 
found to their surprise that he was ready to 
talk turf matters as well as pugilism. ‘The 
Squire is an undoubted authority on both 
subjects. But his fondness for pugil- 
ism is nothing compared with his 
love for the thoroughbred. The Squire 
is greatly interested tn Col. North’s experi- 
ment of shipping horses to compete for 
turf prizes in this country. 
He said last night that if 
tne Colonel’s horses won anything there 
would be a flood of fine stock into this coun- 
try next year. In his opinion North’s 
horses are a string of pumpkins, which 
is the English expression cofresponding 
to the American term ‘‘skate,’’ and if they 
wina better classof horses will be over for 
the big prizes in succeeding seasons.

‘*‘Nunthorpe was the only good 
thing in his possession and he’s broken 
down. Ithink his horses class with what 
you call selling platers over here.’’ 
MR. BAIRD’S STABLE. 

The ’Squire Is one of England’s most prom- 
inent turfmen. His training establishment 
at Moulton Paddocks, Newmarket, which 
he purchased after the death of the late 
Joseph Dawson for 40,000 pounds, is consid- 
ered the finest quarters of Its kind inall 
England. He has a formidable string of 
thoroughbreds, numbering in the neighbor- 
hood 140 animals. 

The ‘‘Squire’’ fs the most I!lberal purchaser 
of yearlings every season at the great Don- 
caster bleod stock sales, but strangely 
enough he has been very unfortunate in de- 
veloping many ‘‘cracks’’ from these young- 
sters. Despite his ill luckinthis line, Mr. 
Baird is looked upon as one of the greatest 
judges of horsesin England. 

lie bought the famous Royal Hampton as 
a 2-¥ear old, and in the year following, 1885, 
captured England’s greatest turf prize, the 
Derby, with him. He purchased that grand 
mare, Busy Body, for 2,500 pounds, and had 
the pleasure ot seeing her gallop home in 
front of the Uaks in 1884. 

Mr. Baird has won the Liverpool cup four 
times, once withthat royally bred animal, 
Father Confessor, andthree times with the 
great little mare, Lady Rosebery. The 
**Squire’’ had better luck with his 2-year-olds 
last year than for many seasons past. His 
colt Milford, by Saraband out of Colleen 
Bawn was a, pang nh ompngery f the best youngster 
of his age out last year at seven furlongs and 
over ani should develop into a great stayer. 

White Coral, a chestnut filly by Whitefriar, 
isanother one of which much Is expected. 
She was considered but afew pounds the in- 
ferior of Isinglass, this year’s favorite for the 
Derby, and us stie has wintered well she will 
undoubtedly do credit to her owner. 

The pride of the stable is the big, lucky 
38-year-old colt Meddler, by St. Gatien out of 
Busy Body. He was only beaten once last 
yearand wontherich Chesterfield stake in 
acommon caater, beating nearly all the best 
2-year-olds inthe country. He is entered in 
this year’s Derby and Mr. Baird feels con- 
fident that his colt will win, 

Besides'being a lucky owner, the Squire has 
the proud distinction of being the crack 
szentleiman jockey of Engiana and has held 
the titie for four years against the best 
gentleman riders in England, Ireland and 
Scotland.

PRINCE MENZIKOFF’S WEALTH COSTS 
THE LIVES OF His CHILDREN. 


The Widow and Her New Husband Held 
for TriamA Daughter, the Principal 
Witness, Placed Under the Protection 
of the Court—A Roceiver of Public 
Money Missing—Crimes Record. 


BUCHAREST, Roumania, March 2.—The pre- 
liminary investigation into sensational crim- 
inal charges which involve the nameof the 
late Prince Menzikoff has just been con- 
cluded and the arrest of his widow, now the 
wife of M, Diarne, formerly mayor of a small 
town in the neighborhood of Bucharest, and 
that of Diarne himself, ordered by the court. 
The charges are child murder against the 
womun and murderand assault forthe pur- 
pose of gain against Diarne. The Prince, 
upon his death, left afortune of several 
millions of francs to his four 
children, three girls and one small 
noy. The mother was appointed 
trustee of the estate. She became 
enamored of Diarne and five years ago mar- 
ried him. Since then the boy died under sus- 
picious circumstances, and two of the girls 
disappeared. It is thought their mother and 
her husband murdered them to become pos- 
sessed of the property left to them by their 
father. 

The prosecuting judge of Bucharest has 
ordered;a search of the house and extensive 
gardens for the girls’ bodies and that the 
body of the little boy may be exhumed. The 
eldest daughter, who !s the principal witness 
for the Crown, has been placed under the 
protection of the judge.

Lord Howard isa man of very 
large wealth, and fs oneof the great ground 
landlords of London. 

Lord Howard was formerly a member of the 
7th Hussars, in which regiment his brother- 
in-law isa major. Animportant witness in 
one of the actions is Count Jean De Madre, a 
well-known Parisian and master of 
the Foxhounds at Pau. His lordship is 
cf distinguished lineage. The first Baron, 
Howard Dewakden, was the son of Thomas, 
fourth Duke of Norfolk, by Margarsat, daugh- 
ter and heir of Thomas, Lord Audley of 
Walden. The barony dates from 1597, and 
six years later the first Baron was made Earl 
of Suffolk. As an Earl Marshal he was in- 
strumental in discovering the gunpowder 
plot.

HONDURAS’ REVOLUTION. 


Gen. Bonilla, Recent y Fardoned, at the 
Head cf ths Rebels. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., March 2.—A prominent 
resident of New Orleans received a letter 
from Henduras, bringing information that 
the country is once more in a state of revolu- 
tion. The Republic has again been invaded 
by Policarpo Bonilla and his friends. 

The first move made by the revolutionists 
was directed by Gen. Manuel Bonilla, who 
was prominent in the last revolution and 
was recently pardoned by the Honduras 
Government. 

On the 13th of February Gen. Bonilla at- 
tacked the barracks of Juticalpa, in Olancho, 
and captured the entire garrison and arms. 
A flerce battle was waged between the revo- 
lutionists and the Government troops, sev- 
eral of whom were killed, among them being 
the Mayor of the place and one of the leading 
officers. 

President Leiva, when this information 
reached him, turned over the reins of gov- 
ernment to Gen. Rosendo Augerro, the Min- 
ister of War, whose place was filled by Rafael 
Alverdo Guerro, and a new Cabinet was 

ormed. 

If peace is not declared Gen. Vacquiz, with 
8,000 men, will take the fleld and will be rein- 
forced by several hundred men from Cha- 
lutco, It is believed that the Minister of War, 
Alverdo Guerro, and the Minister of Govern. 
ment, *Arias, are in sympathy with the 
Revolutionists, asthey have heretofore be- 
longed to the Bonillista party. 


HAYTIAN DIFFICULTIES. 

KINGSTON,. Jamaica, March 2.—President 
Hippolyte, at the head of a well-equipped 
army of 150 men, has started ona tour ofthe 
country to put an end to the various enmities 
and incipient revolutions which have broken 
out. A gunboat follows the coast line within 
supporting distance of Hippolyte’s column. 
The Dominicans, who sought refuge in Hayti 
after the failure to unseat President Hen- 
reaux, have Ween expelled from Haytian 
territory, from which fact it is believed that 
Henreaux and Hiprolyte have agreed to sup- 
port each other. 


THE RIO GRANDE DO SUL OUTBREAK. 

Rio DE JANEIRO, Brazil, March 2.—Addition- 
al troops will start to-day for Rio Grande do 
Sul. Opiza, & newspaper, says it is known 
that the Federals in that State intendto hoist 
their Imperialistic flag. The Federals have 
taken thecity of Cacapava and are now in 
possegsion of all the small towns between 
San Pedrito and Santa Ana. Gen. Lopez of 
the Government forces has been killed. 
Ravages of both parties have absolutely de- 
stroyed the Southern portion of Rio Grande 
do Sul,

IGNORANCE ABOUT VAMPIRES. 


Confused Stories About the Blood-Suck- 
ing Bat of South America. 

Ever since the South American Continent 
was discovered, especially that part of it 
lying between the Amazon and the Orinoco 
Rivers, travelers have come from there with 
wonderful tales ofthe vampires, or, as they 
call them, blood-sucking bats. As a fact, 
little is known about these pests. That there 
are blood-sucking bats which feed not only 
on the blood of man, but also animals, is an 
undoubted fact,and though the writer himself 
has never been bitten by one, he has, while 


traveling intheinterior of British Gualana, 
seen Indians and ponies that had undoubt- 
edly been bitten by these bats. In the case 
of aman attacked the toe or nose is the 
point punctured, while animalsare liable to 
be bitten anywhere. How the bat does its 
work bas not been madeclear, for no man 
has yet awakened while being operated on 
by one of these bats, despite the fact that 
considerable blood Is extracted, and more or 
less loss of bloud takes place after the opera- 
tion. Itis probable that the bat hovers dur- 
ing the operas rather than rests on the 
body. The oy vibration of the soft wings 
probably aiso has a soothing effect on the 
skin of the part operated on. 

The blood-suckers belong to only two or 
three species and wherever these are found 
there are also many others whose food is only 
fruit or insects, or both. The most natural 
mistake about the bats which are innocent of 
preying on man or beast is the common sup- 
position that vampyrus spectrum Is a biood- 
sucker. The stretch of wings of this bat fre- 
quently reaches three feet, and it has a most 
ferocious aspect, with enormously large and 
pointed canine teeth. It is perfectly cer- 
tain that In most parts of British Guiana this 
bat is only a fruit-eater and isa serious pest 
to fruit growers. Batesand Edwards, who 
traveled much in that country, vouch for its 
harmlessness and the writer could never 
hear of a case where one of these giant bats 
was ever suspected of being a blood-sucker. 
Wallace, however, gives a different account. 

**The vampires are especially plentiful in 
the Amazon Valley. Their carnivorous pro- 
pensities were once discredited, but are too 
well authenticated. Horses and cattle are 
often bitten, and we found them in the morn- 
ing covered with blood, and repeated at- 
tacks weaken and ultimately destroy them. 
Some persons are especially subject to the 
attacks of these bats, and as native huts are 
never sufficiently close to keep them out, 
those unfortunate persons are obliged to 
sleep completely muffied up in order to avoid 
a made seriously ill oreven losing their 

ves.’”’ 

Wallace,in saying that ‘‘the huts are never 
sufficiently close to keep them out,’’ evi- 
dently uses the word vampire as a generic 
term and does not mean the vampyrus spec- 
trum, for that bat would find no space large 
enough to let him into even the loosely built 
huts of the natives. Itis this slipshod way 
of using the term vampire that brings trouble 
to many a useful bat. The writer has been in 
a house where every precaution was taken 
to keep out bats which would have been a 
perfect-biessing in the rooms, as they would 
have caught hundreds of mosquitoes.

The rear-driving safety holds the fleld, and

If it be 
really true, however, that by a newly in- 
vented process aluminium can be produced 
at aicost of only 8d a pound there seems little 
reason why it should not become ‘‘the metal 
of the future,’’ as we so often hear it called.

WHAT THE WHISTLE SAYS. 


The Various Signals @iven by the Loco- 
motive ‘‘Screamer.’’

The railroad manager took a sheet of paper 
and jotted down on itin dashes the several 
whistle signals in common use by all Amerl- 
ican railroads, accompanying each witha 
few words of explanation. Then he read gs 
follows: 

**One long - blast (thus: ) must be 
sounded when approaching stations, june- 
tions or crossings of other railroads. 


**Two long and two short blasts (like this: 
— — — —) aresounded just before cross- 
ing & wagon road. 

**One short blast (thus: —) !s the call for 
brakes,’’ continued Mr. Holden, and two 
long ones (like this: ——- ——) Orders them to 
be loosed or thrown off. 


‘*Two short blasts (thus: — —) is an answer- 
ing signal, and means ‘All right, I under- 
stand,’ while three short.blasts (like this: — 
—-—), to be repeated until acknowledged by 
the waving of a flag or lantern, means, ‘I 
want to back the train as soon as you are 
ready.’ 

**Four long blasts (so —— —— —— ——-) calls 
in any flagman who may have been sent out 
to the east or north; while four long Diasts 
and one short one (Hke this: —— — — 
—) calls in a flagman from the west or south. 

**Four short blasts (thus: — — — —) igs the 
engineman’s impatient call to flagmen, 
switch-tenders or trainmen, demanding. 
‘Why don’t you show the signal for me to go 
ahead?’ or, ‘Whatis the matter?’ 

**When a train Is standing, five short blasts 
(suchas these: ) is the order tora 
brakeman torun back along the track and 
es gg a danger signal for the next following
